The  identity  of  the 
source  and  the  amomit  onoltegory  of  value  of  all  income  which  exceeds  $100  from  any  one  source 
must  be  disclosed  sepCSwly.  Gross  income  should  be  listed,  but  the  net  income  derived  from  business 
may  also  be  reported.  The  type  of  income  should  be  identified  as  salary,  commission,  pensions,  hon- 
oraria, dividends,  interest,  etc.  In  reporting  any  honoraria,  include  the  date  of  receipt  and  indicate 
which  honoraria,  if  any,  were  assigned  to  charity.  The  amount  of  the  honorarium  should  be  the  net 
figure;  any  payment  for  travel  expenses  should  be  disclosed  as  a  reimbursement.  Exclusion:  Income 
from  current  U.S.  Government  employment. 

GIFTS:  In  reporting  tangible  gifts,  it  is  not  necessary  that  exact  dollar  figures  be  reported  in  every  case. 
If  the  exact  value  of  a  gift  is  not  reasonably  ascertainable,  a  good-faith  estimate  and  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  gift  is  sufficient  for  disclosure  purposes.  In  disclosing  gifts  of  entertainment  or  travel- 
related  expenses,  the  individual  should  include  a  brief  description  of  the  itinerary  and  the  nature  of 
the  expenses  provided.  Exclusions:  Gifts  from  relatives  and  gifts  of  personal  hospitality  of  an 
individual.  Gifts  with  a  value  of  $35  or  less  need  not  be  aggregated  towards  the  $100  or  $250  disclosure 
threshold.  Political  campaign  contributions  also  need  not  be  reported.  Note:  House  Rule  XLIII, 
clause  4  prohibits  acceptance  of  gifts  aggregating  $100  or  more  in  value  from  certain  sources. 

REIMBURSEMENTS:  This  category  would  include  items  such  as  travel  expenses  provided  in  connection 
with  a  speaking  engagement  or  fact-finding  event  related  to  official  duties,  whether  those  expenses 
were  reimbursed  to  the  individual  or  paid  directly  by  the  sponsoring  organization.  Only  a  brief 
description  of  the  itinerary  and  the  nature  of  the  expenses  is  required  rather  than  exact  dollar  figures. 
Exclusions:  Travel-related  expenses  provided  by  federal,  state,  and  local  governments,  or  by  a  foreign 
government  within  a  foreign  country,  and  reimbursements  paid  from  campaign  funds. 

HOLDINGS:  Business  interests,  stocks  and  bonds,  real  estate,  savings  accounts,  and  any  other  invest- 
ment or  income-producing  property  should  be  reported  by  category  of  value.  Property  held  at  any 
time  during  the  calendar  year  must  be  listed ;  however,  the  value  of  the  holding  should  reflect  the 
fair  market  value  as  of  the  end  of  the  year.  In  listing  the  category  of  value  of  any  item  where  it 
is  difficult  to  determine  an  approximate  fair  market  value,  any  recognized  indication  of  value  may  be 
used  provided  that  the  method  of  valuation  is  included  on  the  Disclosure  Statement.  (See  2  U.S.C.  §  702 
(c)  for  methods  of  valuation.)  In  listing  securities,  the  name  of  each  company  in  which  stock  worth 
over  $1,000  is  held  must  be  listed  separately.  In  reporting  real  property  holdings,  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  (such  as  number  of  acres  and  indication  of  any  improvements),  and  its  location 
should  be  included.  Exclusions:  Any  deposits  aggregating  $5,000  or  less  in  personal  savings  accounts 
as  of  the  end  of  the  year,  and  any  personal  liability  owed  to  the  reporting  individual  by  a  relative.  A 
personal  residence  would  not  be  reported  unless  any  part  of  the  residence  produces  rental  income. 
The  cash  value  of  a  life  insurance  policy,  and  equity  in  any  retirement  fund  need  not  be  reported. 


LIABILITIES :  All  personal  obligations  aggregating  over  $10,000  owed  to  one  creditor  at  any  time  during 
the  year,  whether  secured  or  not,  and  regardless  of  the  repayment  terms  or  interest  rates,  must  be 
listed.  The  identity  of  the  liability  should  include  the  name  of  the  individual  or  organization  to  which 
the  liability  is  owed,  and  the  amount  disclosed  should  be  the  category  of  value  of  the  largest  amount 
owed  during  the  calendar  year.  Any  contingent  liability,  such  as  that  of  a  guarantor  or  endorser,  or 
the  liabilities  of  a  business  in  which  the  reporting  individual  has  an  interest  need  not  be  listed. 
Exclusions:  Mortgages  secured  by  the  personal  residence  of  the  reporting  individual  or  his  spouse; 
any  loan  secured  by  a  personal  motor  vehicle,  or  household  furniture  or  appliances;  and  any  liability 
owed  to  a  relative. 

TRANSACTIONS :  The  amount  to  be  reported  in  disclosing  transactions  in  real  property  or  securities  is 
the  category  of  value  of  the  total  purchase  price  or  total  sales  price,  and  is  not  related  to  any  capital 
gain  or  loss  on  the  transaction.

This  will  respond  to  your  letter  of  February  23,  1981,  requesting 
the  advice  of  this  Committee  with  respect  to  the  application  of  House 
Rule  XLVII  limiting  a  member's  acceptance  of  earned  income  to  income  you 
receive  from  the  Wendell  Bailey  Auto  Company. 

Your  letter  states  that  you  own  the  Wendell  Bailey  Auto  Company,  an 
automobile  dealership  operated  by  you  as  a  sole  proprietorship,  together 
with  a  gas  station  operated  as  an  adjunct  to  the  dealership.  You  further 
note  that  you  employ  a  full-time  manager,  office  manager  and  service 
manager  who  administer  the  business  on  a  daily  basis,  including  selling 
and  buying  cars,' deciding  terms  of  purchases  and  service,  paying  bills, 
signing  checks  and  titles  and  supervision  of  employees. 

House  Rule  XLVII,  clause  3(d)(4)  defines  "outside  earned  income"  as  . 
not  including  "in  the  case  of  a  Member  engaged  in  a  trade  or  business  in 
which  the  Member  .  .  .  holds  a  controlling  interest  and  which  both 
personal  services  and  capitol  are  income-producing  factors,  any  amount 
received  by  such  Members  so  long  as  the  personal  services  actually 
performed  by  the  Member  in  the  trade  or  business  do  not  generate  a 
significant  amount  of  income." 

Advisory  Opinion  Number  13  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Ethics  of  the 
95th  Congress,  which  is  a  comprehensive  interpretation  of  the  earned 
income  rule  states  that  in  businesses  in  which  capitol  is  a  material 
income-  producing  factor,  income  received  is  basically  a  return  on 
equity  except  to  the  degree  that  the  Member's  personal  services  generate 
■•the  income.  The  opinion  notes  that  "if  the  Member  is  engaged  primarily 
in  the  general  oversight  and  management  or  protection  of  his  investment, 
his  services  wouTHl  not  be  deemed  to  generate  significant  income."  Your 
letter  makes  clear  that  your  involvement  with  your  businesses  fall 
within  the  rangj  of  activities  that  consist  of  general  oversight  and 
management  and  protection  of  your  investment.   Thus,  the  profits  you 
derive  from  the  operations  of  Wendell  Bailey  Auto  Company  and  the  associated 
gas  station  would  not  be  considered  earned  income  for  purposes  of  the 
limit  imposed  by  House  Rule  XLVII  as  long  as  your  activities  are  limited 
to  those  discussed  in  Advisory  Opinion  Number  13. 
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Income  derived  from  your  business  is  subject  to  the  disclosure 

provision  of  the  Ethics  in  Government  Act  of  1978,  which  requires  annual 

reporting  of  the  source  and  amount  of  any  income  which  exceeds  $100  from 
one  source.

My  name  Is  Mr.  Tanlmoto.  I  remember 
the  morning  well— very  normal,  still,  cool 
and  pleasant.  I  was  beginning  <o  unload  a 
handcart  when  the  tremendous  flash  cut 
aero*,  the  aky.  I  reacted  in  terror  throwing 
myself  In  my  rockgarden.  Following  Lhe 
blast,  I.  unhurt,  ran  for  the  city  and  »\y 
family.  Roaming  th«  streets  were  hundred* 
and  hundreds  of  people — silent,  dazed,  all 
Injured!  Some  had  the  skin  burned  off  their 
hands  and  faces  their  eyebrows  hanging 
limp.  Many,  because  of  the  pain,  held  their 
arms  up  as  If  carrying  something.  Most  vom- 
ited as  they  walked.  Naked  or  In  shreds  of 
clothing  I  remember  these  people;  walking 
silent  with  bowed  heads,  expressionless.  As  I 
approached  I  looked  out  over  the  city- 
ruins,  flames,  destruction.  Every  other 
house  was  a  collapsed  trap  upon  the  family 
Inside  who,  burled,  cried  out  Ln  vain.  I 
thought,  as  I  looked,  that  in  the  midst  of 
this  flattened  city  were  my  wife  and  baby 

August  6.  19-15.  The  first  atomic  bomb  dev- 
astated the  city  of  Hiroshima.  This  small 
Japanese  city  was  caught  up  in  the  fury  of 
the  greatest  destructive  force  ever  encoun- 
tered by  man.  Since  then  the  destructive 
force  has  intensified  and  we  are  less  pre- 
pared than  that  small  city.  The  stage  Is  set 
for  central  Missouri  to  go  down  in  the 
annals  of  history  as  the  next  Hiroshima  or 
Gettysburg  of  destruction  with  you,  Lf 
lucky,  living  to  tell  Mr.  Tanimoto's  story. 

What  comes  to  your  mind  when  you  think 
of  our  state.  Missouri?— Peaceful?  Warm, 
friendly  people?  Soft  rolling  hillsides?  The 
beautiful  countryside?  When  considering 
danger,  what  area  comes  to  mind?  New  York. 
City?  Los  Angeles?  Chicago?  Yet  this  peace- 
ful countryside  happens  to  be  sitting  on  a 
poader  keg!  We  find  in  U.S.  News  that  In 
the  event  of  a  nuclear  war  or  surprise  attack 
aimed  at  destroying  weapon  installations 
the  greatest  casualties  would  not  be  inflict- 
ed in  New  York  City.  Las  Angele3.  or  Chica- 
go, but  on  central  Missouri.  Not  far  from 
where  I  am  standing  right  now  300  nuclear 
warheads,  each  capable  of  destroying  sever- 
al Hiroshlmas.  would  come  thundering 
down  on  the  150  missile  silos  in  our  state- 
More  than  half  of  our  state  s  geography 
would  instantly  be  eliminated— 4.8  million. 
would  die.  Yes.  peaceful,  friendly  Missouri  Is 
one  of  9  missile  fields  in  the  US.,  a  high 
risk  area  whose  citizens  live  under  the  gun 
day  and  night.  In  15  minutes  our  Missouri 
could  be  changed  into  a  hell  on  earth.  Areas 
like  Missouri,  who  for  the  benefit  of  others 
live  under  the  gun  of  destruction,  should  be 
given  some  protection.  After  all.  we  didn't 
ask  to  have  the  missile  silos  put  In  our  back- 
yards so  we  deserve  some  shelter. 

Maybe  the  problem  is  not  that  we  didn't 
ask,  but  that  we  don't  care.  Congressman 
Ike  Skelton  from  the  Journal  of  Civil  De- 
fense: "Civil  defense  In  this  country  Is 
facing  an  uphill  battle.  It  current'y  Jacks 
the  necessary  public  awareness.  I  believe 
this  Is  our  greatest  challenge.  And  why 
shouldn't  there  be  public  apathy?  For  years 
upon  years  doctors  and  certain  politicians 
have  presented  us  with  untold  number  of 
studies  proving  we  couldn't  survive  a  nucle- 
ar war."  Yet  all  these  forecasted  results  are 
supposing  that  we  have  no  civil  defense  as 
we  have  now.  It  seems  that  there  Is  a  myth 
or  a  good  old  firm  held  belief  that  we  are  all 
going  to  die.  Many  claim  that  If  the  explo- 
sion doesn't  kill  you  the  1000  mph  winds 
will,  and  if  the  winds  don't  the  fire  will  and 
If  the  fire  doesn't  the  fallout  will.  We  can 
survive  a  nuclear  war!!  All  studies  claim  that 
taking  chil  defense  measures  would  drasti- 
cally change  the  number  of  lives  lost  In  a 
confrontation.  To  admit  to  the  theory  that 


we  can't  survive  a  nuclear  war  Is  to  admit 
complete  hop.'lr-ssnese.  On  a  national  level 
this  is  suicide. 

But  as  cur  great  survival  debate  lingers 
on,  proof  for  tha  effectiveness  o'  civil  de- 
fence measures  la  In  waiting  jus*  aero:*  the 
oc«an.  This  proof?  It  happens  to  be  the 
greatest  threat  to  the  free  world.  The 
U.4.SJL  ...  It  seems  that  the  Soviets  have 
taken  their  <r.ril  defense  all  too  seriously. 
Shelters  have  been  built  on  a  massive  scale. 
education  In  survival  techniques  starts  In 
the  second  grade,  food  has  been  stored  av.ay 
to  last  until  the  next  harvest?  Some  say  this 
buildup  la  a  grim  reality  of  an  upcoming  ho- 
locaust. Recently  America  was  set  free  as 
our  hostages  returned  home  from  their  cap- 
tivity In  Iran,  but  America  has  been  held 
hostage  for  years  by  the  Soviet  threat.  Here 
Is  a  firm  fact  for  those  still  skeptical  about 
civil  defense.  In  a  present  war  without  our 
country  taking  any  civil  defense  measures, 
ten  Americans  would  die  for  every  one 
Soviet  citizen.  Russian  shelter  a  waste  of 
money?  The  U.S.S.R.  likely  would  onlv  lose 
a  massive  4  percent  of  Its  population  In  a 
full  scale  assault  and  would  return  to  work 
ln  less  than  2  weeks  as  calculated  by  a  U.S. 
SALT  negotiator.  This  buildup  drastically 
affects  the  balance  of  power  in  the  free 
world.  We  are  vulnerable!  Looking  and 
laughing  at  our  ability  to  survive  a  nuclear 
war,  the  Kremlin  can  certainly  believe  we 
wouldn't  become  Involved  in  a  confrontation 
over  an  Issue  like  Afghanistan  or  Poland. 
Civil  defense  has  become  most  Ironically,  a 
weapon. 

This  weapon,  a  leftover  from  World  War 
II,  lost  In  the  advancement  of  technology.  Is 
a  necessity  for  America.  I  hope  while  Presi- 
dent Reagan  la  busy  beefing  up  our  defense 
budget  he  will  consider  the  defense  of  mil- 
lions of  Americans  living  in  high  risk  areas 
like  Missouri.  The  ultimate  responsibility 
for  providing  defense  for  these  Americans 
lies  In  the  federal  government.  However,  in 
Missouri  this  task  may  not  be  as  astronomi- 
cal In  price  as  it  seems.  Nearby  limestone 
caves  Ln  Missouri  are  a  gold  mine  In  ready 
made  civil  defense  shelters.  For  citizens  in 
risk  areas  isolated  from  public  shelter  they 
should  be  given  tax  breaks  for  the  building 
of  private  shelters.  Companies  should  re- 
ceive the  same  program.  Those  living  out- 
side risk  areas  need  an  effective  plan  of 
mass  evacuation.  One  such  study  called 
Crisis  Relocation  Planning  already  exists. 
As  of  yet,  we  have  no  plans,  only  studies. 
For  citizens  living  on  potential  ground  zero, 
we  are  only  inching  towards  this  goal.  We 
need  shelters  not  plans,  education  not  goals, 
action  not  apathy.  Our  Constitution  pream- 
ble begins  with  "We  the  people"  because  we 
are  our  own  government.  II  we  are  our  own 
government,  why  do  we  spend  billions  on  de- 
fense and  leave  our  population  defenseless, 
and  why  do  we  remain  blind  to  the  tact  that 
our  friends,  family,  lives,  and  possessions 
are  Ln  danger'  America  must  awake  from  lis 
sleeping  apathy:  the  responsibility  Is  oura. 
Congressman  Ike  Skelton.  a  long  time  pro- 
ponent of  civil  defense,  once  said:  "Man  Is  a 
survivor.  It  is  not  his  nature  to  throw  up  his 
hands  In  resignation  and  say  ail  Is  lost,  nor 
Ls  It  his  inclination  to  stand  idly  by  while  his 
government  holds  him  and  his  family  hos- 
tage to  Soviet  missiles.  Have  we  become  so 
spoiled  by  our  current  lifestyles  that  any- 
thing less  than  luxury  makes  us  gladly  an- 
ticipate a  quick  death?" 

Politicians,  doctors,  and  statisticians  can 
offer  you  the  distant  future  goals  of  SALT 
talks  and  dlssamiamenL  Missiles  loom  in 
the  sky.  the  public  runs  frantic  Ln  the 
streets,  the  media  blares  out  hopeless  warn- 
ings.

Mr.  Speak- 
er, one  of  the  fundamental  rights  of 
the  citizens  of  this  great  country  Is  the 
right  to  a  fair  hearing  by  an  Impartial 
person.  Yet,  under  present  social  secu- 
rity law.  the  carrier  for  medicare  has 
the  total  authority  to  make  final  de- 
terminations on  disputed  part  B  medi- 
care claims.  The  claimant,  therefore, 
has  no  opportunity  to  have  his  case  re- 
viewed by  anyone  completely  disasso- 
ciated with  the  carrier. 

Today,  I  have  Introduced  legislation 
to  amend  this  unfair  section  of  the 
Social  Security  Act.  to  require  a  fair 
hearing  by  an  Impartial  person— other 
than  the  carrier— on  disputed  claims. 

In  too  many  cases,  the  Individuals 
making  medicare  claims  are  living  on 
small  fixed  incomes  and  the  difference 
In  the  figure  that  the  carrier  has  al- 
lowed and  the  amount  of  money  actu- 
ally paid  out  for  medical  services  can 
be  very  Important.  Considering  this 
and  the  tough  economic  times  we  are 
living  In.  It  is  vital  that  these  people 
receive  every  possible  opportunity  for 
a  fair  hearing  and  a  thorough  review 
of  their  claims. 

Medicare  claims  under  part  A  are  al- 
lowed certain  appeal  rights  and  con- 
sideration by  the  Social  Security 
Bureau  of  Hearings  and  Appeals.  I 
urge  prompt  enactment  of  my  legisla- 
tion to  give  those  under  part  B  similar 
rights.  •

There  are 
millions  of  great  Americans  restoring  pnde 
and  helping  people  at  this  very  moment  Be- 
cause when  you  help  people,  whether  It  Is 
through  your  Job,  your  free  time,  whether  it 
Is  in  development  of  a  child  or  In  saving  a 
life,  you  are  helping  your  country.  You  are 
upholding  the  freedoms  Inherent  to  Ameri- 
can society.  You  are  bringing  pride  to  our 
country  by  bringing  pride  to  its  people.

This  Agreement  made  this  1st  day  of  January,  197  9,  by 

and  between  HARTLEY  T.  HANSEN,  JOHN  J.  SOIKA,  DAVID  E.  BOYD, 

KEVTN  R.  CULHANE,  all  of  Sacramento  and  doing  business  as  the 

law  firm,  HANSEN,  SOIKA,  BOYD  &  CULHANE  (hereinafter  referred 

to  as  firm)  and  ROBERT  T.  MATSUI  of  1340  Gagle  Way,  Sacramento, 

California  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  RTM) . 

RECITALS 

1-   From  July  1,  1976,  ROBERT  T.  MATSDI  and  HARTLEY  T. 
HANSEN  did  business  as  attorneys  at  law  under  the  firm  name 
of  MATSUI  &  HANSEN  with  offices  located  at  1329  H  Street, 
Sacramento,  California.   In  January,  1978,  ROBERT  T.  MATSDI 
announced  his  candidacy  for  the  United  States  Congress.   It 
was  therefore  agreed  that  effective  September  1,  1978,  that 
the  affairs  of  the  law  firm  of  MATSUI  &  HANSEN  would  come  to 
an  end  and  henceforth  the  cases  handled  by  that  firm  would 
thereafter  be  handled  by  the  firm  of  HANSEN, SOIKA,  BOYD  & 
CULHANE. 

2.-  As  a  part  of  the  termination  of  the  affairs  of  the 
law  firm,  MATSUI  &  HANSEN,  it  was  agreed  that  the  firm,  HANSEN, 
SOIKA,  BOYD  &  CULHANE,  would  take  over  the  cases  handled  by 
the  old  firm  and,  in  anticipation  of  the  election  of  RTM  to 
Congress,  that  he  would  retire  from  active  practice  as  of 
September  1,  1978,  and  that  the  firm  would  purchase  his  inter- 
ests such  as  it  appears  as  of  that  date.

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3.  This  Agreement  was  made  in  contemplation  and  on  the 
basis  of  the  computer  billing  statements  of  the  old  firm  main- 
tained through  a  computer  billing  service,  Prodata  International 
Corporation  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  Prodata) .   It  was  agreed 
that  the  interests  of  RTM  would  be  fixed  as  of  the  computer 
billing  statements  issued  for  the  month  of  September,  namely 
those  issued  on  August  23,  1978.

AGREEMENT 

5.  Now,  therefore,  RTM  and  the  firm  in  respect  to  and  in 
consideration  fox  the  mutually  dependent  covenants ,  conditions 
and  promises  hereinafter  set  forth  do  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

a.   The  firm  hereby  acknowledges  that  RTM  has  a  fifty 
percent  (50%)  interest  in  all  accounts  receivable  listed  on  the 
Prodata  statements  of  August  23,  1978.   The  firm  shall  pay  to 
RTM  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  all  accounts  receivable  received  on 
account  of  such  statements  if  and  when  received.   Provided, 
however,  that  said  sums  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  be  used  for 
the  payment  of  all  obligations  of  the  law  firm,  MATSUI  &  HANSEN 
which  were  incurred  prior  to  August  23,  1978.

b.   The  firm  hereby  acknowledges  that  RTM  has  an 
interest  in  all  contingent  fee  cases  which  were  on  the  books 
of  MATSOI  &  HANSEN  or  which  were  in  the  office  of  MATSUI  & 
HANSEN  as  of  September  1,  1978.   The  firm  shall  pay  to  RTM 
his  share  of  said  contingent  fee  cases  if  and  when  they  are 
received  by  the  firm  upon  the  settlement  of  such  cases,  or 
upon  judgment  by  trial  or  appeal,  whichever  occurs,  according 
to  the  schedule  below  listed.   It  is  agreed  that  if  no  settle- 
ment is  obtained,  the  firm  shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  RTM 
for  any  interest  in  said  files.   The  schedule  of  RTM's  interest 
is  as  follows:

If  the  fee  earned  from  any  one  client  in  any  contingent 
fee  case  is  SEVENTY-FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($7,500.00)  or  less, 
the  firm  shall  pay  to  RTM  upon  receipt  thereof  and  as  a  part 
of  the  disbursal  of  said  proceeds  of  settlement  of  such  contin- 
gent fee  case,  thirty-three  point  three  percent  (33.3%)  of  said 
fee,  exclusive  of  any  costs  incurred  and  paid  by  said  client. 

If  the  fee  earned  for  any  one  client  in  any  contingent  fee 
case  is  SEVENTY-FIVE  HUNDRED  AND  ONE  DOLLARS  ($7,501.00)  or  more, 
then  the  formula  used  for  computing  RTM's  interest  therein  shall 
be  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  total  hours  in  said 
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file  which  existed  as  of  the  Prodata  statements  of  August  23, 
1978,  over  the  total  number  of  hours  in  the  file  as  of  the 
date  of  the  settlement,  or  judgment,  as  applicable.   In  no 
event,  however,  shall  the  interest  of  RTM  be  less  than  five 
percent  (5%)  in  any  such  file. 

In  computing  the  interest  of  RTM  in  the  contingent 
fee  cases  herein  referred  to,  it  is  agreed  that  RTM's  interest 
is  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  agreement  of  the  firm  with 
its  clients  in  computing  said  fee.   It  is  further  agreed  that 
no  fee  shall  be  owing  to  RTM  if  no  fee  is  first  received  by 
the  firm. 

c.  The  firm  acknowledges  RTM  has  an  interest  in  all 
cases  which  were  in  the  office  on  or  before  September  1,  1978, 
which  are  of  a  probate  nature.   With  respect  to  these  cases, 
particularly  probate  cases,  in  which  the  fee  is  set  by  statute 
or  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  over  such  case,  it  is  agreed 
that  RTM's  interest  will  be  computed  in  such  statutory  or  extraor- 
dinary fee  in  the  same  manner  as  contingent  fee  cases  above  de-. 
scribed.  If  such  cases  are  of  a  probate  nature,  but  the  fee 
earned  is  baaed  on  an  hourly  rate,  RTM's  interest  therein  shall 
be  equal  to  a  prorated  share  of  such  fee  computed  by  multiplying 
fifty  percent  (50%)  times  the  number  of  hours  as  evidenced  on 

the  Prodata  statements  of  August  23,  1978,  over  total  number  of 
hours  in  file  as  of  date  of  settlement  of  such  case  times  the 
fee  actually  earned  and  paid  by  client. 

d.  RTM  agrees  not  to  compete  in  any  manner  with  the 
firm  in  Sacramento  or  Yolo  Counties  for  a  period  of  three  (3) 
years  from  the  date  of  this  agreement  in  return  for  which 
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firm  agrees  to  pay  to  RTM  the  sum  of  NINE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($9,000.00)  per  year  for  each  of  said  three  (3)  years.   How- 
ever, should  the  sum  of  NINE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($9,000.00) 
exceed  five  percent  (5%)  of  gross  receipts  in  any  of  said 
three  (3)  years,  the  payment  for  that  year  shall  be  reduced 
to  a  sum  equal  to  five  percent  (5%)  of  gross  receipts.

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e.  The  firm  hereby  acknowledges  that  RTM  has  a 
fifty  percent  (50%)  interest  in  all  costs  which  have  been 
advanced  in  cases  which  were  existent  on  September  1,  1978, 
and  which  were  outstanding  and  unpaid  by  the  respective 
clients  involved  as  of  that  date.   The  firm  shall  pay  to 
RTM  his  fifty  percent  (50%)  interest  in  said  costs  advanced 
in  connection  with  any  such  case,  as  received  by  firm.   The 
firm  shall  have  no  liability  to  RTM  to  pay  his  interest  in 
the  said  cost  unless  and  until  first  paid  to  the  firm  by  the 
client  involved. 

f.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  RTM  and  the  firm 
that  in  certain  cases  it  may  become  necessary  for  the  firm  to 
compromise  the  amount  of  the  fee  demanded  of  the  client.   In 
certain  other  cases,  it  may  be  necessary  to  send  out  particular 
accounts  to  a  collection  agency  for  collection.   It  is  agreed 
that  RTM's  interest  in  the  fees  as  hereinabove  enumerated  is, 
in  all  respects,  subject  to  and  dependent  upon  such  later  nego- 
tiations with  clients  by  the  firm.   In  those  cases  where  the 
firm,  in  good  faith,  compromises  a  disputed  fee,  RTM's  interest 
therein  will  be  subject  to  such  compromise  and  prorated  to  same.

g.   From  and  after  September  1,  1978,  the  name  of 
RTM  shall  not  appear  as  a  partner  in  the  letterhead  of  the 
firm,  nor  shall  RTM  be  expected  to  participate  (actively  as 
an  attorney  at  law)  in  the  business  of  the  firm.   In  the  new 
telephone  listing  of  1979-1980,  the  name  of  RTM  shall  not  be 
listed  as  an  active  member  of  the  firm.   Provided,  however, 
since  RTM's  former  files  are  being  transferred  to  the  firm, 
and  to  provide  continuity  hereunder,  RTM  shall  be  denominated 
"of  counsel"  hereunder  and  shall  maintain  such  status  for  a 
period  of  no  less  than  three  (3)  years  commencing  January  1, 
1979,  and  terminating  December  31,  1981,  unless  continued  by 
further  agreement.   Provided,  further,  that  unless  actually 
consulted,  RTM  shall  not  receive  a  salary  for  such  status. 
Said  status  shall  be  so  denominated  on  the  stationery  of  said 
firm  unless  otherwise  agreed.   Firm  shall  obtain  and  pay  for 
"tail"  malpractice  insurance  maintained  by  MATSUI  &  HANSEN  on 
September  1,  1978.   Such  policy  limits  were  TWO  HUNDRED  AND 
FIFTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS/SEVEN  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($250,000.00/$750,000.00) .   Provided,  further,  that  the  name 
and  status  of  RTM  shall  not  be  used  in  any  legal  directory,* 
except  Martindale  -  Hubbell  law  directory. 

h.   It  is  hereby  agreed  that  effective  September  1, 
1978,  firm  purchased  all  of  RTM's  interest  in  the  office  equip- 
ment of  the  law  firm  of  MATSUI  &  HANSEN  located  at  1328  H  Sreet, 
Sacramento,  California,  for  the  sum  of  EIGHT  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($8,000.00).   The  firm  shall  pay  such  sum  to  RTM  over  a  thirty- 
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six  (36)  month  period  in  equal  installments,  principal  and 
interest,  and  shall  execute  a  promissory  note  to  RTM  therefor. 
Such  note  shall  bear  eight  percent  (8%)  interest  per  annum  and 
shall  be  in  the  form  and  style  of  Exhibit  "A"  attached  hereto 
and  incorporated  herein  which  is  in  all  respects  satisfactory 
to  RTM  and  the  firm.   The  firm  hereby  agrees  to  assume  and  pay 
or  otherwise  satisfy  all  obligations  owing  against  or  for  the 
purchase  of  any  of  the  personal  property  purchased  from  RTM, 
and,  in  all  respects,  shall  hold  RTM  harmless  from  such  debts 
and  obligations. 

i.   It  is  acknowledged  that  RTM  is  the  owner  of  the 
real  property  commonly  referred  to  as  1329  H  Street,  Sacramento, 
California,  wherein  the  offices  of  the  firm  are  maintained.  It 
is  agreed  that  RTM  shall  let  said  premises  to  firm  for  one  (1) 
year  commencing  January  1,  1979,  unless  further  modified  by 
the  parties. 

j .   Each  of  the  covenants  and  conditions  and  promises 
herein  made  by  RTM  to  the  firm  and  by  the  firm  to  RTM  is  hereby 
declared  by  each  of  the  parties  hereto  to  be  mutually  dependent 
and  conditional  upon  the  performance  of  each  and  all  of  the  re- 
maining covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained. 

k.   This  Agreement  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  governed 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

1.   Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  imply 
or  express  that  the  firm  shall  be  responsible  in  any  way  for 
the  prior  obligations  of  the  previous  law  firm  of  MATSUI  & 
HANSEN,  except  to  the  extent  specifically  assumed  hereunder. 
The  individual  partners  of  MATSUI  &  HANSEN  shall  continue  to 
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remain  responsible  for  such  obligations. 

m.   Firm  shall  hold  harmless,  defend,  save,  and/or 
provide  a  defense  to  RTM  for  any  suit,  loss,  liability,  or 
obligation  resulting  from  an  act  or  omission,  or  claimed  act 
or  omission,  of  Firm  occurring  after  September  1,  1978,  whether 
or  not  such  claim  is  well  founded. 

n.   This  Agreement,  and  each  provision  hereof,  is 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Ethics  Committee,  United  States 
House  of  Representatives.
